Tho United States has warned

- Text of Statement 

: Washington, Sept: 1. 

The Sceretary of State, Mr. 
Cordell ‘Hull, deacribed the So- 
Viet’s recent note, ‘ rejecting . the 
American protests, as a “cleancut 
disavownl of n solemn pledge, 
which fs a severe blow to friend- 
ly relations.” . ' 

He added that if the Soviet con- 
tinued to allow agitators on Rus- 
sian soil to plan and direct a pro- 
yramme for tha’ overthrow .of 
American ingtitutiona {ft would 
mean reqrudiation of the Soviet 
pledge and a blow to relations 
with the United States. 

Mr. Cordell Hull continued, “In 
view of the plain language of the 
Soviet pledge it is impossible for 
the Soviet to disclaim its obliga- 
tiona to prevent activities in its 
territory directed towards the 
overthrow of social order in the 
Unitec States, and the Soviet can- 
not disclaim responsibility on the 
round of inability to carry out 
the pledge, far its authority is 
supreme and {ts power to control 
the acts, and utterances of In- 
dividuals is absolute.

There is no end to the making 
of new political parties. That 
now in process of creation by Mr. 
Lloyd George ig in case in point, 
saya oa Canadian contemparary, 
Each and all of them come for- 
word with lavish promises of what 
can be accomplished by increased 
expenditures. Sepmingly most of 
them have their inapiration from 
the Rooseveltian "New Deal,” 
that economic cognomen that has 
hecome a shibboleth. The central 
feature of Mr. Lloyd George's pro- 
posals for restoring iprosperity is 
a loan of £250,000,000 to be spent 
on public works. His idea Is that 
sthe-money: should- be borrowed -in 
three per cents at par, to be spent 
in two years and repaid in sixty. 
He cannot predict, just as no one 
could, what effect such an addi- 
lion to the national expenditure 
would have in reducing unemploy- 
ment. Mr, Francis W. Hirst, a 
noted economist, points out that the 
trades most depressed in Great 
Britain are shipping, shipbuilding, 
votton and coal-mining, fe asks 
how -are ‘seamen,  shipbuilders, 
cotton operatives and colliers to 
find suitable employment through 
Mr. Lloyd George's schemes. As 
well, Mr. Hirst notes that in the 
Georgian pPogramme the protec- 
tionist plan of tariffs on the. food 
supplies now imported from 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada, 
South Africa, Argentina, Den- 
mark, Ireland, the United. States, 
ete “would obviously play havog 
not only with our shipping but 
also with the millions of exports 
which exchange for these imports. 
Therefore, from the additional em- 
ployment no public works and 
agricultural Jand must be subtract- 
ed the additional unemployment 
among scamen, dock labourers, 
miners, ete.” 


; ; the Mission Field. system of import regulation and 
; the regulation of the home mar- 

ket by the. apparatus of the 
marketing bourds represent a 
distinct gain to agriculture, but 
there is apparent some criticism. 
of these methods on the part of: 
the consumers who have to pry 
higher prices than would other- 
wise have prevailed, and also by 
others who contend that the 
policy leads to a contraction of 
exports—in the last analysis, a 
tendency to a less economical 
use of the cotntry’s resources, 
It is, however, argued-that.if-a 
subsidy or tariff is granted to 
some industries, the others are 
entitled to a similar privilege; 
and there is a certain force in 
this contention. At the same 
time, it docs not touch the point 
that the subsidy or the tariff 
involves an ultimate loss, else- 
where. Even accepting the view 
that it is desirable to afford some 
measure of — protection — to 
domestic agriculture, it is still 
open to question whether the 
method of quota regulation is 
preferable to the traditional 
methods of the protective tariff, 
If-a quota is rigid, it involves 
the danger of severe fluctuations 
of prices, and if it is flexible, it 
involves continual dislocation of 
the channels of trade. More- 
over, there is a grave danger to 
the restoration of international 
trade in general if such methods 
of regulation are regarded as 
janything but emergency mea- 
sures. Defenders of the market- 
ing boards assert that they exist 
to balance supplies with demand, 
but against this it may be said 
that there is no such thing as 
“demand” irrespective of price; 
if prices are to be . maintajned

Rumblings of. revolt ngainst the 
leaders are tobe heard among the 
560 delegates assembling here: for 
aixty-seventh annual conference of 


{the Trade Union Congress, whith 


opens to-morrow at noon. 


This, while not unprecedented, | 
is decidedly unusual for the leaders 
of. the huge army of 3,270,000 of 
British trade unfonists are re- 
nowhed for tholr cautlousness and 
seldom hear adverse criticism from 
the rank and file. But this year, 
accordinng te the agenda, they may 
possibly find their control thren- 
tened, ~ 


. The biggest revolt is the fight 
scheduled against what is known as 
the {’Black Ctreular’. This was 
a circular issued during the year! 
by tho Executive. Committee ane 
structing the boards of the various 
aMliated unions to remove from 
office any individuals who. are mem- 
bers of “disruptive organizations” 
by which are meant the Communist 
Party of Great Britain and thd In-
